Street crossing 

Niagara Region has told Port 
Colborne city council that a section 
of Main Street does not warrant a 
pedestrian activated crossing signal 
after conducting a traffic study in the 

The request came from Ward 2 
Coun. Angie Desmarais in July for the 
installation of the crossing signal at the 
intersection of Main Street East and 
Wellington Street, which director of 
engineering and operations Ron Hanson 
brought forward to the region. 

In a letter to Hanson dated Nov. 6, the 
Region said that the intersection failed 
to meet the warrants required for a 
pedestrian signal to be installed.

$90,000," the letter, signed by corridor 
safety manager Petar Vujic, reads.
